Mr. R. D. Swain, a former Cleve- 
lander, but now engaged in the steck 
trade at Lawrence, Kansas, is in this 
city en a brief visit, having arrived 
frem the west but a day or two ago. 
He was met yesterday by a Lealer 
reporter, who tackled him on the exo- 
dus question. 

„Have any of the fleeing colored 
men reached your city yet!” 

“Oh, yes, any amount of them. 
There wére about taree hundred in 
Lawrence when I left, and on the fol- 
lowing day another big delegation 
was expected to arrive. The at 
center seems to be Wyandotte Clty. 
There must be four or five hundred at 
that point. 

“Located permanently“ 

“No; but few have located perma- 
nently anywhere. They arrive in one 
tewn and the authorities send thew 
on to the next town. They all get to 
St. Louis, and from there the relief 
committee send them up to Wyan- 
dotte. Tuere is a oonstaut stream of 
them pouring in all the time.” 

“How do they manage to live“ 

“Wholly on charity. They come 
with few personal effects. But few of 
them have either money or provisions, 
and they look to the citizens for their 
suppost. Some have succeeded in 
getting work, but there is not enough 
for all. 

“Well, where will they bring up?” 

„There's ne telling. They strike 
one place, and the citizens send them 
en to get rid of them. The direc- 
tien is always further west, and there's 
no telling where they will stop. Some 
of them are beginning to grumble al- 
ready, aud refuse to go further. In 
Luwrence they have been making their 
headquarters at one ef the Kansas & 
Pacific Railroad depots, but that is 
full now, and I don't know what will 
become of the rest. 

„How do the inhabitants feel about 
the movement?” 

„They hope it will stop before long. 
Judge Usher, the Mayor of Lawrence, 
whole quite a prominent man, is going 

to Washington in ashort time to see 
if something can not be done.“ 

“Why don't they take the land and 
till it?” 

“It requires too much werk. You 
see, a person, iu order to maske a suc- 
cess of it, has got to come with money 
enough to carry him through the first 
year. The first crop never amounts 
to anything, but the second crop is 

‘generally goed. The prairie sed has 
got to be rotted out before the land 
will grow either corn or wheat. The

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Facts From Leadville. 


— — 


A Leadville correspendent of the 
Elmira, New York, ette writes of 
that camp as follows: ‘‘Leadville to- 
day is the most corrupt, uninviting 
and overcrowded city on the face of 
of the earth. Every foot ef ground 
has been surveyed, staked off, and re- 
corded, and the man who journeys 
thousands of miles in the hope of 
finding an inch of available ground to 
squat en, will either have to go on up 
the mountains or buy it at an exorbi- 
tant price. People in the east can 
form no idea of the crazy stampede 
that has filled up this country with 
men, who vaiuly expect to make a 
fertune here in a month, return to the 
states, start a bank, live in laxury, run 
for some effice, and forever afterward 
live on the fat of the land. Hew these 
hopes have been realized is easily seen 
by standing on the street corners and 
conversing with the half-clothed, idle 
men waiting for something turn up, 
or for friends to send them money to 
get home again. The time for poer 
men to come here is past. The chances 
of success are just about equal, and 
nobody without plenty of capital has 
any business to buy land in Leadville. 
Situations are not to be had at any 
price at present, and I advise young 
men to stick to their jobs rather than 
risk their lives in such a community 
as is congregated here. Men sleep ev 
maoure heaps to keep from treezing 
to death, and the streets are crowded 
with half-starved men, without a cent 
in their peckets or an ounce of food 
in their stomachs. The situation is 
simply appalling, and unless the stam- 
pede to Leadville is stopped there is 
no telling where the suffering will end. 


Ia Leadville at present flour is selling 


for $28 per barrel, eggs sixty cents a 
dozen, butter one dollar per pound, 
and everything else in proportion. 


There are probably two thousan 


women here. Perhaps one quarter of 
the number are married, one quarter 
want to be—and the other half. ought 
to be. The principal gambling games 
are faro bunks, mustang, high ball, 
poker and keno. The stories circulat- 
ed about the prosperity of Leadville, 
and the advantages offered here, are 
all besh. It is like all other specu- 
lative excitements, and will die such 
a death. A few will grow rich at the 
expense of many and the pour people 
will be the principal sufferers.”

Tue remains of Judge Cradlebaugh, 
who died in Eureka in 1872, were dis-

tards progress, stifles agricultural de- 
velopment, and helds the mass of non- 
landholders in a sort of bondage. As 
a matter of equity it is unjust. A man 
has as much right to the soil he treads 
as the air he breathes.. It is a great 
political evil. Men who own no land 
cannot be expected to have the patri- 
otic love of country they would have 
did they possess a portion of its soil. 
A man with a farm, be it ever so 
mall, feels that he is a monarch with- 
in its boundaries. Here in Nevada, 
where the area of tillable soil is lim- | 
ited, there should be no large farms. 
The smaller the farms are the higher 
is the state of cultivation reached; 
land becomes more valuable, better 
crops are produced, employment given 
to more people, and a larger popula- 
tion sustained.. Besides, the general 
prosperity is greatly enhanced. The 
selid foundations of France's enor- 
mous wealth are the six millions of 
small farms ine which her territory 
is sub-divided. The intense patriot- 
ism of the French people is more than 
anything else due te these small farms. 
Every mau who ewnsa patch of land 
feels that he and his land are integral 
parts of his country, and that in up- 
holding his country,s credit and honer 
he is doing itas much for himself as 
fer anybody else. If the lands of 
this country were cut up into small 

farms like France we would be more 
presperous, more patriotic, more 
meral and more industrious than we 
are now, and fewer tramps would be 
walking our highwaysinsearch of work. 

A man has the right to own as much 
money as he can accumulate, as many 
houses as he can erect, or as many 
ships and railroads as he can build, 
because they are all creations of man’s 
ingenuity and iudustry. But uo man 
has the right to menopolize the soil of 
God's footstool, the common heritage, 
like life, of all. A man has a right to 
all the property he can honestly make, 
but he has no right to exclude his 
neighbor from that which is his by a 
natural, inherent and _ inalienable 
title.

BIOCRAPHICAL SKETCHES. 


Father Paul Raffo, Superior te the Mis- 
sion Nevada aad Eastern California. 


Ia the birthplace ef Christopher 
Columbus, Genoa, Italy, was born in 
1821 Paul Raffe, who was eduated 
from infancy for the church. He pur- 
sued his studies in his native land, io 
France and in Eagland, with a zea! 
found only in long lines of studisno 
generations. Being, as he is wont to 
remark, “an obscure member of the 
society of Jesus,” he was exiled from 
Italy in 1848, when the great Jesuit 
persecution was in ferce. He went to 
England, where he filled his office of 
priest and preacher for some years, 
with occasional moves to parts of the 
continent. In 1869 he came to Amer- 
ica and began his service in his new 
home as pastor ef St. Ignatius church 
in San Francisco. His extensive learn- 


ing and love of books marked him as 
the man to go to Santa Clara as supe- 
rier of the fine college which the 
church maintains at that place, an ef- 
fice which he not only fitled but en- 
larged up to July last, when he was 
elected to come te Rene to erganize 
and carry on the Mission of the Jesuits. 
He is also pastor and parish priest for 
all the ceuntry south of the Oregon 
line as far as Washee City and west te 
the summit. Father Raffo is a man 
of profeund learning and is one of the 
greatest bible students of the day. He 
is said to be master of eighteen or 
twenty languages, and although he 
will soon be sixty years of age, yet he 
is as eager in the pursuit of learning 
as any schoolboy. He devetes hours 
every day to study. Uniting a most 
lovable dispositien and approachable 
manner with deep learning and sin- 
cere piety, the holy father is held in 
the greatest affection by all the mem- 
bers of his charge, from infancy to 
old age. Withthe young he is as 
fend ef tricks and childish sports as 
the greatest remp among them, and 
many a charming tale they tell of the 
father’s fertility ef inventien and goed 
uature. He is very fond of company, 
and invites the freest intercourse with 
all in need of advice or assistance, No 
one is too humble te be unworthyof his 
time, no case toe trifling te be beneath 
his notice. As a speaker Father Raffe 
may be said to far exceed the demands 
of the average western audience. His 
language is refined and elegant. His 
pronunciation is singularly correct for 
the length of time he has resided 
among English speaking people. He 
seldom indulges in poetical allusiens 
or illustrations, but when he does it 
is with the judgment ef the scholar. 
Perhaps the distinguishing trait of 
this good man is his humility, for 
which he is neted among all his breth- 
rev. He asks no recognition, seeks 
no notoriety nor even thanks for his 
life of labor. He lets not his right 
hand know what his left hand doeth. 
United witha slight, almost woman- 
ish, form, Father Raffo — great pow- 
ers of indurance. His devoted labors 
keep him reduced, however, almost te 
skin and bone. His fastings and 
watchings, added to his severe system 
of study aud the amount of travel 
necessary to carry on his parish, would 
tax the most athletic frame. He is
